WASHINGTON (AP) - Presi­ 
dent Nixon reports to the Amer­ 
ican people tonight in a nation 
ally broadcast news conference 
keyed to his European trip but 
likely to touch on hew tensions 
in Vietnam and Berlin. 
The White House said the

starting at 9 p.m. would be re­ 
stricted solely to foreign policy 
issues with the President enter­

White House newsmen could 
not recall when any similar re­ 
strictions had been placed on re­ 
porters. 
The news conference was the 
only item on Nixon’s schedule 
for the day besides an early 
m oiling briefing for congres­ 
sional leaders of both parties. 
White House Press Secretary 
Ronald Zeigler said that ques­ 
tion s'need not be confined to the 
European trip and they seemed 
likely to range the field of inter­ 
national affairs. 
Nixon was certain to be asked 
whether the United States is 
considering any retaliatory ac­ 
tion as a result of renewed rock­ 
et attacks on Saigon. 
Secretary of State William P. 
Rogers said in a statement Mon­ 
day “the consequences of these 
attacks are the responsibility of 
the other side and they clearly 
raise a question as to its true 
desire to work toward a peace­ 
ful settlement of the conflict.” 
State Department Press Offi­ 
cer Robert J. McCloskey said in 
response to a question that the 
consequences could be “ both po­ 
litical and m ilitary.” 
Nixon is also likely to be 
asked to assess the situation In 
West Berlin raised by the Soviet 
Union’s disclaimer of responsi­ 
bility for the safety of any 
planes flying West German elec­ 
tors to the city. 
The United States and its al­ 
lies have told Moscow that it re­ 
mains responsible for the safety 
of air traffic despite its effort to 
avoid such responsibility.

By THE ASSOCIATED PRESS 
New Englanders recovering 
from their third major snow­

Health. Education and Welfare 
(HEW) has given Antioch Col­ 
lege two means of avoiding pos­ 
sible loss of federal funds for 
practicing discrimination in re­ 
verse. 
The Office of Civil Rights in 
HEW told Antioch President 
James P. Dixon Feb. 5 that the 
school’s all black Afro-American 
Studies Institute discriminates 
•against white students, thus vio­ 
lating a provision of the Civil 
Rights Act of 1964. 
This violation could result in 
loss of federal funds, HEW 
said. 
Dr. Dixon replied in a letter 
that the institute is essential for 
the black students. 
In a letter sent last week, the 
HEW office said the institute 
might be exempted from the 
provision of the act if one of 
two conditions were met: 
—That the institute be deseg 
regated by this summer. 
—That the sole purpose of the 
institute be declared as research 
of cultural and ethnic differ­ 
ences.

Both informed a meeting of the policy 
committee of the Organization for

rate of growth at last has been slowed. 
“In general,’’ Dr. McCracken said, “we 
are on the right course.’’ But are we?

By HARRY KELLY 
Associated Press Writer 
WASHINGTON (AP) — Con-1 
gross’ most successful lone wolf 
investigator says he never rel­ 
ished his reputation as a hang­ 
ing judge, and he’s giving up; 
the role with no regrets. 
“I’ve always had the horrible j 
idea that sometime I might I 
make a mistake,” said Sen. i 
John J. Williams, F.-Del., whose) 
investigations

The million-dollar foulup in 
the Commodity Credit Corpora- j 
tion, graft and corruption in the 
Internal Revenue Stervice, and 
die Bobby Baker Case. 
Williams, 
whose 
one-man 
probes have been credited with 
the savings of millions in tax 
dollars and the convictions of 
scores of men, has announced 
he won’t seek re-election in 1970. 
He is 65, an age at which he 
thinks congressmen as well as 
businessmen should retire. 
Williams hopes to find an 
investigative successor before i 
he leaves. If he does he will 
pass on some advice: Don’t try 
to put crookedness under a par­ 
ty Label. The man who laid out

Williams 
was

mysterious 
Democrat who refuses, to this 
day, to take public credit. 
Like the hanging judge of old. 
the senator regrets the responsi­ 
bility fell to him: 
“I’ve never liked that role, 
strange as it may seem,” he; 

“I’ve nev-1 
or been able to get away from 
the fact that you’re hurting a lot t 
of innocent people even if you’re j 
right and I’ve tried to be right. ;

WASHINGTON (AP) - The 
Nixon administration apparent­ 
ly is making bittie headway in 
winning freedom or even im­ 
proved conditions for hundreds 
of Americans held prisoner in 
North Vietnam. 
A new memorandum signed 
by Secretary of Defense Melvin 
R. Laird says North Vietnam 
“continues to disregard the hu­ 
manitarian protections” guar­ 
anteed by the 1949 Geneva Con­ 
vention. 
“Our men are being denied 
basic rights, including the right 
of their families to know that 
they are captured, the right to 
correspond freely with their 
families and the right of impar­ 
tial inspection of prisoner of 
war compounds,” Laird said. 
All three thongs have been 
major goals of the Pentagon’s 
Prisoner of War Policy Commit­ 
tee which was organized some 
months ago to handle POW 
problems. 
Laird’s comments are includ­ 
ed in a document directed to the 
committee and dated last Fri­ 
day. It calls for a “new review 
of policies and practices” ap­ 
plying to families of imprisoned 
servicemen.” 
“I want to be assured that the 
military services and the office 
of the secretary of defense are 
doing aff that we possibly can 
for the next of kin,” Laird said.
